Additionally, Faraone suggests that depositing the "oxide" portion by monolayers best 
achieves efficiency. Therefore taking the references for all they teach and suggest, one of ordinary skill in the art would have been 
motivated to have incrimentally oxidized the deposited silicon to form a desired silicon oxide layer to reap the benefits of Improved and 
more efficient oxidation. 
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
